WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION LAWS

In the news dispatches of this week it is noted that
Indiana has joined the states having workmen's compen-
sation laws in operation. Oregon’s law has been in oper-
ation three years or more and many employers have not
taken advantage of it. It is like that of most of the other
gtates to a certain expert experimental and some of
its provigions ave objected to by some industries. Amend-
ments which wiped out many of the apparent inequalities
were adopted at the last session of the legislature, how-
éver, and no doubt other changes will he made from time
Lo time,

In Indiana, although nearly 500 employers took ad-
vantage of the opportunity to reject the law, members of
the commission point out that this is a very small portion
of the approximately 200,000 employers in the state,

Indiana was the twenty-seventh state to enact stich a
law. Since that time four other states have Joined the
list, making thirty-one in all. Alaska also has such a law.

Several of the larger traction systems in the state have
rejected the law, preferring to take their chances in the
courts with damage suits. Those rejecting the law cannot
plead as defense that the employe was negligent, that the
injury was caused by the negligence of a fellow employe,
or that the employe assumed the risk of the injury,

If an employe whose employer has not rejected the law
6 injured after today, the employer must furnigh free
medieal care and supplies for thirty days, After fourteen
days the injured man begins to draw a sum equal to 55
per cent of his wages. If he is totally disabled his pay-
ment will continue for 500 weeks, [f he is partially dis-
abled the compensation is at the rate of one-half the dif-
ference between his earning apacity before and after
the injury,

This law is chiefly in the form of a hill favored hy the
manufacturers, but with certain amendments for which
Iabor contended.  Labor was unable to force state insur-
ance of employers,

Information obtained from John A. Lapp, divector of
the Indiana bureau of legislatiye information, diseloses
that workmen's compensation so far obtaing chiefly in
the northern states. There is a strip across the country

where the ambulance chasing lawyer and the eourts are
left to decide whether a laborer is entitled to damages,
these states heing:

Virginia, North Cavolina, South  Carolina, Georgia,
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Arkansas, New
Mexico, Utah, ldaho, North and South Dakota, Missouri,
Delaware und Kentucky.

Kentueky passed such a law but it wes declared une
constitutional beeause of a constitutional provision that
the general assembly has no power to limit the amount of
damages. Friends of workmen's compensation in thal
state are now interested in an amendment to the con-
stitution,

Montana is the only state to reject compensation hy a
vote of the people. Montana's bill is said to have had
gome unusunlly objectionable features, In Wyoming the

WAR FIGURES ARE STAGGERING

The last few weeks has brought foyrward increasingls
definite information as to the cost of the war—in men. in
munitions and in the increased cost of foodstuffs. A few
of the most startling figures may be listed as follows:

Premier Asquith announced in June that Great
Britain's expenditures during the next three months
would be not less than $15,000,000 daily,”

The total cost of the war per day—to all combatants—
18 about §50,000,000. An amount equal in value to the
agricultural lands of Amerviea, or to the assets of the
Russian empire, hag been expended so far upon the con-
flict,
